The "Daily" is indebted to Archi 
bald McGoun, M.A., Professor ot Civil 
and Municipal Law, for the following 
history of the development of the Law 
Faculty of McGill: 

THE FACULTY OF LAW. 

On the occasion of the removal of 
the Faculty to Us new quarters on 
University street, next door to the 
Divin'ty Hall of the Associated Theo- 
logical Colleges, which are affiliated 
to, but not part of the University, the 
Dean has thought that a sketch should 
be made of some of the leading facts 
connected with the early history of 
the Faculty. And the following is an 
attempt to supply in brief outline a 
narrative that might be made more 
complete, and accompanied with por- 
traits of some of the founders and 
their successors, and of the several 
residences in which the work has been 
carried on. Time does not permit of 
this before the date of tho contem 
plated removal arrives. 

Before the Faculty was organized 
ilir affairs of the University had al- 
ready engaged the attention of some 
of the most eminent legal authorities 
in the country, in connection with the 
litigation 1*at arose under th'e will of 
the founder. The Hon. James McGHl, 
a member of the Legislative Council 
of Lower Canada, under the Constltu- 
I'onal Act, in force from" 1791 to 1840, 
was a prominent citizen, who took an 
.•nlightened interest in the welfare of 
i he province, and especially in ele- 
mentary and superior education. With 
i the view of promoting these objects, 
he had taken part in the stops that 
led to the formation of the Royal In- 
stitut'on for the Advancement of 
Learning, afterwards called into cor- 
porate being under letters patent Is- 
sued 8th October, 1818, and 13th De- 
c6mber, 1010 ; the Act having been 
passed in 1801. Tho will was made 
in 1811 (8th January), and it directed 
that his property known as the Burn- 
side farm, of 46 acres, and a sum of 
£10,000 should be given to trustees 
to 'be held by them until they could 
•he handed over to the Royal Institu-

•OUR JUDICIAL SYSTEM' 
SUBJECTOF LECTURE 

Mr. Justice Greenshields Deliv- 
ers Excellent Address- 
Last of Series 

Mr, Justice Greenshields concluded 
the series of five lectures on "Govern- 
ment" given under the auspices cf the 
Faculty'of Law, with a comprehensive 
treatment of the subject of "Our 
Judicial System." Dean Lee, who in 
trod need tho speaker, occupied the 
chair. 

Commencing his address with a brief 
survey of the various important Acts 
from which our present administration 
has been evolved, Mr. Justice Green- 
shields spoke at some length on the 
formation of the government of the 
Province of Quebec as formed by the 
Confederation Act of 1867. Quebec 
was divided into districts for- the pu? 
pose of the administration of the law. 
These districts are 21 In number, of 
varying sizes, the largest equalling in 
extent the Province of New Brunswick. 
The Provincial Legislature has abso- 
lute authority m the naming of the 
judges for the districts and the crea- 
tion of their courts. 

Continuing, Judge Greenshields first 
dealt with the court of lowest Jurisdic- 
tion, I.e., the Commissioners Court 
A Commissioner's Court may be ap- 
pointed hy the Provincial Government 
in the event of a petition signed by 100 
men or 50 electors. The next court, 
the District Magistrates' Court, has 
limited civil jurisdiction, but import- 
ant criminal Jurisdiction.'' 

Following a consideration of the Re- 
corder's Court, the Circuit Court and 
the Superior Court, which latter has 
absolute -legal authority via injunction 
and mandamus with the exception of 
the marriage tie, which is indissoluble 



MURRAY McCRIMMON ILL 



At Present Engaged in Strike* 
Breaking and Reconstruc- 
tion in England 

Yesterday's issue of the Dally con- 
tained the statement which has been 
confirmed in the House of Commons 
that Liout.-Ccl. R H. Mulock, D.S.O., 
was to have led an aerial raid- on 
Berlin within a few days of the sign- 
ing of the armistice. 

Redford Henry Mulock is tho son 
of Mr. W. Redford Mulock, K.C, and 
Mrs. Mulock, of Winnipeg, and was 
born in Winnipeg 20 years ago. He 
graduated from McGill as an electrical 
engineer. He was a good athlete, and 
for several years a member of the 
university hockey and fteotball teams. 
He resigned his commission in tho 
13th Battery, Winnipeg, at the out- 
break of hostilities, in order to imme- 
diately start for the front. . Upon his 
arrival at Valcartlcr camp he was pro- 
moted to corporal. At Salisbury 
Plains he was offered a commission in 
the Royal Artillery, and subsequently 
passed an examination before four ad- 
mirals and two commanders, and was 
admitted to the rank of flight sub- 
lieutenant in the navy. Since then his 
career has been meteoric. 

On one occasion he flew over the 
city of Brussels, descended to within 
a hundred feet of the Zeppelin sheds 
there and blew up the sheds and the 
Zeppelins housed in them. He had to 
fly seventy miles back In pitch dark- 
ness, frightful rain and a blizzard. 

A Canadian Associated Press corres- 
pondent has tho following concerning 
Mulock: 

"At several aerodromes In England 
there had been trouble, owing to de- 
lay in demobilization; strikes were 
threatened, and in some cases, very 
ugly situations had arisen. Mulock 
was turned loose by the air board 
with full powers to mect-<he trouble 
In his own way (he is a Canadian 
under thirty years of age). His re- 
cord during those weeks is a romance 
in Itself. 

■"It takes him about ten minutes to 
grasp the 'atmosphere'' of a situation. 
In another five ho is at the core of the 
trouble, and lonce there he meets the 
situation squarely and decisively. His 
own rank doesn't worry him— neither 
does the other man's.

FINAL PRACTICE FOR 
WICKSTEAD COMPETITION 



in this Province, unless through Do- 
minion legislation, Mr. Justice Green- 
shields dealt briefly with the Court of 
Review and the Court of King's Bench. 

The highest court in this province to 
the Supreme Court. Final appeal lies 
with the Privy Council, whose deci- 
sions have had an Important influence 
on our legal system. 

In a criticism of- our present legal 
system, Mr. Justice Oreenshiaids 
pointed out that the weakness of our 
present system of law in the Province 
of Quebec is its lack of centralization. 
The speaker suggested as a remedy, 
which he didn't claim to be original, 
that a court should be created in each 
district under one Judge for each court" 
Reasonable remuneration should be al 
lowed these judges. The Judges should 
consist of lawyers of good standing of 
from ten to twelve years' practice. The 
appellate work could easily he attend- 
ed to by five Judges from a Superior 
Court, Mr. Justice Greenshields con- 
cluded. 

The vote of thanks for Mr. Justice 
Oreenshieids' exhaustive and enter- 
taining address was moved by Dean 
Lee. The lecture was replete with 
amusing Jests, which were heartily 
enjoyed hy the large and distinguished 
audience to whom the address was de- 
livered.

A LETTER TO THE 
STUDENTS 



BY WAY OF FAREWELL. 

On the occasion of the termination of the year's publication 
McGill Daily we wish to take the opportunity of expressing the 
pleasure we have experienced in helping to guide the destinies of 
the undergraduate paper for 1918-19. The year has been in 
many ways unique, filled with surprises both pleasant and the 
reverse, and certainly the Daily has come in for its full share of 
ix>th. 

Just as the paper was getting well under way, with a reduced 
staff, but excellent prospects of increasing it, the "flu" came to 
put an end to all student activities, and naturally the Daily had to 
suspend publication. When the removal of the restrictions im- 
posed by the health officials permitted McGill to re-open, all 
chances, of the holding of football games had vanished, and con- 
sequently one of the great sources of. news was cut off. . To add 
to the plight of the Daily staff, most of the undergraduates were 
too busy making up for lost time, and preparing for the mid-term 
examinations, to put in much time on journalistic work, and the 
brunt of the publication fell upon a few men. 

At the re-commencement of lectures after the Christmas holi- 
days, the outlook seemed gloomy, indeed. There was a long 
stretch of hard work to be faced, with the absolute necessity that 
the paper should appear on every possible day during the term in 
order that the full number of issues might appear (tnis at tha 
time appeared problematical). Hence, it was not without some 
misgiving that the staff resumed its work. 

The interest taken in hockey and basketball, and the good 
showing made by the college representatives in these branches of 
sport, did much to lighten the burden of the work, and during the 
past two months, at any rate, there has not been anything like the 
dearth of news that so often faced the Daily in the course of the 
session of 1917-18. Besides, these major activities, the new year 
saw the revival of quite a number of the minor clubs and societies, 
Which operated with success before the war. 

A meeting of the Students' Society, in the Union, on March 
7th, saw an amendment to the Constitution passed, which, to the 
Daily, at least, was one of the most important measures ever 
taken by that body. Alter several years of earnest effort to- 
wards securing adequate representation for the undergraduate 
newspaper upon the Students' Council, the staff and friends were 
gratified by obtaining their object, and next year, for the first 
time, a president of McGill Daily, chosen by the Council from 
among the active members of the staff, will take his seat upon 
the governing body of the students. The change had long been 
Heeded, and there was no opposition to the measure. 

With the Daily placed upon this firm basis for the future, 
there is no doubt that next year will be one of the most success- 
ful in the history of the publication. The resumption of inter- 
collegiate sports will be a most important factor in making the 
securing of news that really is news for the paper, and there will 
be far more inducement for men to take up work on the Daily 
than there has been in the past four years. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank the members of our staff who 
have "stood by" the Daily when there was nothing to repay them 
for the hard work they were expending, save the gratification that 
comes from a feeling of duty well done. As far as the student body 
in general goes, there are many to whom we have been indebted 
for items of news on various occasions ; far more interest in the 
work and future of the paper has been taken than in the past; and 
this is a sign of health. 

One thing we should like to see more of, and that is contribu- 
tions from members of the teaching staff of the University. For 
some unknown reason, it constantly happens that when import- 
ant items of news are in the air, and the Faculty have it in their 
power to deny or confirm, the Daily is forgotten and the staff 
has the humiliation of beholding in the city papers matter which 
it carmot help feeling should have reached it first. Perhaps this 
is due only to a slight lack of reflection upon the question, but in 
any case we are sure that there is no desire on the part of the 
authorities to make the students' work of no avail. Still a little

Please 
give it to the utmost of your ability. 
Remember that, although study Is the 
most, 'mportant duty which you have 
to perform here, there are other 
thingB also connected with college life 
and activities which should claim your 
attention and which would be to your 
profit. 

McGlll's record in sport and In other 
matters during this session has been 
an excellent one, but with every 
body's wholehearted help 1 feel, that, 
for McGill, the session of 1919-20 will 
be a red-letter one.

tlon for the erection of a university, 
one of the colleges to be named Mc- 
Qill College. After his death on the 
19th December, 1813. protracted litiga- 
tion ensued with the . residuary lega- 
tee, Mr. Desrtvicres, who was to re- 
ceive the bequest if the main object 
could not be carried out. The deci- 
sion of the Court of Appeals of Lower 
Canada, rendered In April, 1826, con- 
firming the decision of the lower 
court, maintained the validity of the 
will as to the university. There 
were two suits, Desrivieres and Rich- 
ardson (Stuart's Reports, 218), and 
Royal Institution vs. Desrivieres 
(same, p. 224), Privy Council, 1828. 

Some delay took place before the 
Royal Institution got possession of 
the property and the money, which 
was received with interest in 1835. and 
then amounted to something over 
£22,000. Building began in 1339, 
and was ready for students on the 7th 
September, 1843. The first principal 
was the Rev. John Bethune. later dean 
of the English Ch'Jrch, Montreal. 

The Medical Fa-sulty had already 
begun its work, and degrees in Medi- 
cine were granted as eur'.y as 184.1. 
The first degrees In'l.aw were in 1343, 
when Hon. William Badgley, and Jhe 
Rev. F. J. Lundy received the honor- 
ary degree of D.C.L. The first gradu- 
ates as B.C.L. were in 1850, the vc- 
c'plents being Brown Chambeiiin, Wil- 
liam Busby Lambe, Christopher C. Ab- 
bott and Alexander Morris, the last 
named having taken his B.A. in 1849. 

Besides the legal and financial dif- 
ficulties already mentioned, further 
difficulties arose from the dual au- 
thority vested in the Royal Institu- 
tion and in the university corporation, 
which had been erected by writ of the 
Privy Seal, dated at Westminster, 31sl 
March, 1821, into a corporation under 
the name of The Governor, Principal 
and Fellows of McGill College, the 
first branches being a Chair of Divin- 
ity and two professors in Arts. An 
amended charter was Obtained in 1852, 
all tests and rules which* characteriz- 
ed the university as belonging to one 
religious denomination being abolish- 
ed. In 1853 the' Governors were 
able to announce that arrangements 
for carrying on the work were com- 
plete. It was at this stage that the 
Faculty of I >aw was rormed, and it 
was to consist of at least two profes- 
sors, and such lectures as might be 
necessary to afford liberal and thor 



ough instruction to students of that 
profession. The first members were: 
The Hon. William Badgley, D.C.L., 
dean of the Faculty; J. J. C. Abbott, 
B.C.L., and F. W. Torrance, A.M., lec- 
turers. 

The first rules and regulations were 
published In the Calendar for 1854-55, 
and they provided for a full course of 
legal education for students intended 
for the Bar of Lower Canada. Courses 
were established of Public Law and 
Common Law, with occasional illus- 



rance was one of the incorporators of 
the Fraser Institute, along with Mr.

years, but students In the fourth year 
of their indentures might qualify for 
the degree in two years. The lec- 
tures were In Criminal Law; the law 
of the tenure of real estate; Civil 
l«iw; the law of contracts; and prac- 
tice of the courts. Instruction to be 
by recitations, examinations, oral lec- 
tures, and exposit'ons daily during 
the term. 

Of the three original members, the 
following is a brief account: The 
Hon. William Badgley was \orn In 
1801, his father being elected in that 
year as representative of Montreal In 
the Provincial Assembly. He, him 
self, was called to the Bar in 1823, 
and was made Q.C. in 1847. The hon 
orary degree of D.C.L. had been con 
ferred on him in 1843. He had done 
some useful work with the Hon. 
George Moffat, in the Constitutional 
Association of Montreal, and was ap- 
pointed Commisslonei in Bankruptcy 
In 1844, then judge of the ; Circuit 
Court, which office he resigned about 
1847, and resumed practice, also re- 
presenting, at first, Missisquoi, and 
afterwards Montreal, in the Legislative 
Assembly. In 1855 he was named 
Judge of the Superior Court, and In 
1862 was removed to the Queen's 
Bench, first as assistant, then as 
puisne Judge, which office he filled 
with great acceptance from 1866 till 
1874, when he retired, and was con- 
sulting counsel for some years after 
till his death, 24th December, 1888, at 
the age of 88 years. Before his ap- 
pointment in 1854 as Dean of the 
Faculty, he had been attorney-general 
in 1847-48. On his appointment as 
Judge of the Superior Court in 1855 
his mantle as Dean of the Faculty fell 
on one of the two first lecturers, af- 
terwards professors; his successor be- 
ing John J. C. Abbott, who was born 
at St. Andrew's, P.Q.,.in 1821, a son 
of the Rev. Joseph Abbott, M.A., who 
had come to Canada in 1818. Mr, Ab- 
bott was called to the Bar In 1847, 
and received the degree of B.C,L. in 
McGill In 1851, at thé time of his ap- 
pointment as lecturer. ' He was prom- 
inent as on authority on commercial 
law, and was the author of the first, 
bankruptcy law, the Act of 1864, which 
Mr.i Pyke, the veteran deputy pro- 
Ihonotary of the Superior Court, told 
the writer was the best bankruptcy 
act that had been in force. From 
1859 Mr. Abbott represented his na- 
tive county, Argenteuil, in the Legis- 
lature, and In 1862 became solicitor- 
general in the administration ,of John 
Standfield Macdonald, and Mr. Slcot'.e. 
li's future life Is part of the history 
of Canada. It was he who drafted 
the bill embodying the charter of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway; he became 
a senator of Canada, and leader of 
the Senate; then, on the death of Sir 
Jo(jn A. Macdonald, was prime minis- 
ter of Canada, till he resigned on ac- 
count of delicate health, being suc- 
ceeded by Sir John Thompson. Sir 
Charles Tupper, the natural successor 
of S'r John, was absent at the postal 
convention in Vienna, and took the 
premiership only at a later date, after 
the death of Sir John Thompson, and 
the tenure of Sir Mackenzie Bowell. 
As dean of the Faculty of Law in Mc- 
Gill. he continued to fulfill his duties 
as professor of; commercial law, until 
he resigned, being succeeded by Wil 
Ham H. Kerr, D.C.L., Q.C, an emin- 
ent, member of the Bar. 

The other original member of the 
staff at its organization was Frederick 
William Torrance, A.M.. born at Mont- 
real 16th July, 1823, Bon of John Tor- 
rance, a successful merchant. He 
was educated at the college of Nlco- 
let in this province, and in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, graduating as A.M. of the 
! University of Edinburgh In\J844. One 
1 of the lawyers under whom he studied 
i was the Hon. James Smith, who bc- 
ieame a distinguished judge. Mr. 
Torrance was called to the Bar in 
!1848, was made Q.C. in 1867, and rais- 
ed to the Bench as Judge of the Su- 
trior Court, in 1868. He was one of 
the founder's of the Lower Canada 
Jurist,' and "its editor for tour years.

such a position. An account of the 
negotiations that led to this appoint- 
ment was given many year* after in 
an address to the convocation of Mc- 
Gill by the Hon. Christopher Dunkln, 
one of the governors, presiding at the 
closing exercises . somewhere in the 
seventies.

Mr. Abbott, who became afterwards 
Sir John Abbott, was succeeded as 
Dean of the Faculty of Law by Wil- 
liam H. Kerr, born at Quebec, In 1826. 
His father was J. Hastings Kerr, a 



S'r Wilfrid Laurier was an old friend 
aud college mate of Judge Tren* 
holme's, and the Judge has a letter 
from him, which he greatly prizes, la 
reply to one of thanks for his appoint, 
ment. In this Sir Wilfrid says that 
he simply confirms an appointment 
made by public opinion, which justly 
ranks Judge Trenholme in the very 
forefront of legal knowledge In Can 
ada. 

During the past four years Judge 
Trenholme has followed every step of 
the Great War with unflagging Inter- 
est, all the more so as he was one of 
the few men who talked in vain for 
many years of the German menace, 
which he plainly foresaw. In the 
tw.ilight of his days he can look back 
at a long and wonderfully creditable 
life.

"In one case he took the ringleader 
cf the rioters into his room alone. 
Half an hour later the malefactor 
volunteered for the demobilization 
staff and has been working like a 
Trojan ever since, explaining to his 
comrades the difficulties besetting the 
British Government, and how every- 
thing possible was being «one." 

At college they used to call htm "Red 
Mulock." When he came to the war 
in 1914 his English confreres called 
him "Canada" Mulock, and it stuck. 

"If Canada," continues the despatch, 
"allows Colonel Mulock tic? be retained 
in England, she will lose the services 
of cue of the shrewdest and most 
imaginative flying men of Great 
Britain, an officer who has won his 
spurs as an intrepid fighter before 
promotion removed him frcm the 
fighting pilots; although even when 
In command of a group he used to 
steal across the lines alone and seek 
out the erstwhile Boche. But what is 
more Important, Mulock possesses the 
confidence of every Canadian who ever 
flew a machine."
